Loading up on fast food value items saves money, 
but it could be costly to your health

REDEYE 

Deal or no deal? 

It’s really a no-brainer for 
Ryan Maxey, 21, who lives in 
Wicker Park. 

Surrounded by a feast of fast 
food offerings, he searches for 
dining options that give him 
the most grub for his dollar. 

“I’m on the go and I don’t 
have much cash,” Maxey said. 

“I don’t have time to make a 
sandwich before school usu- 
ally” 

So he orders Taco Bell’s 
89 cent cheesy double beef 
burrito or the $1 McDouble for lunch, din- 
ner, snacks in between classes at Columbia 
College and post-bar munchies. 

He’s not alone in his quest for cheap eats. 
While people still order combo meals— the 
sandwich, side and drink deals— restaurant 
industry insiders say a growing number of 
fast food customers are building meals from 
value menus. But nutritionists question the 
health benefits of relying heavily on fast food 
bargains. 

“Tes, they are a dollar. But when you con- 
sider the amount of calories and fat that are 
in these foods, down the road you’ll end up 
gaining weight and increasing your likelihood 
of high cholesterol, which leads to heart dis- 
ease,” said Jennifer Vimbor, a registered dieti- 
tian and founder of the Nutrition Counseling 
Services in the South Loop. 

Still, fast food restaurants are catering to 
customers by offering inexpensive menu 
items. Last month, KFC became the most 
recent fast food chain to launch a value menu 
with items costing roughly a buck. 

Instead of ordering combo meals, Maxey 
says, he mixes and matches off value menus 
for his meal at roughly the same price. For 
example, he’ll order two sandwiches— a 
McDouble and McChicken— and small fries 
at McDonald’s. 


“I usually get more food 
for my money that way,” he 
said. 

Dollar menus, discounted 
prices and other value pro- 
motions at fast food restau- 
rants— which account for 
77 percent of the restaurant 
industry— are helping the 
industry overall stay steady 
“They’re really trying to 
do check-size containment. 
They’re trying to spend as 
little money as they can and 
have a restaurant meal and 
order the entree or the sand- 
wich and leave off the sides,” 
said Bonnie Riggs, NPD restaurant industry 
analyst. 

Hungry customers order off the value 
menu because there are more options and the 
appeal of the combo meal being a cheap deal 
is waning, she said. 

The question is, are they doing so at the 
cost of their health? 

Experts say there are certain things to 
watch out for when ordering fast food. It’s 
important to look not only at the calorie 
count but what percentage of calories are 
coming from fat, said Hannah El- Amin, reg- 
istered dietitian at Northwestern Memorial 
Hospital. A food item could be low in calories 
but problematic if most calories are coming 
from fat because it can increase chances of 
having high cholesterol, she said. 

Fast food customers should watch out for 
high sodium, seek out fiber when possible and 
include whole grain, some protein, fruit and 
vegetables if trying to build a healthy meal, 
she said. 

But beware of piling up on value menu 
items just because they’re cheap, she said. 

“If somebody’s looking to save money in 
this economy and they want to eat healthy,” 
she said, “the best option is to pack their 
lunch instead of eating out.”

COMMENTS: French fries are great if you 
can eat only a few. Sugary beverages are 
never a good choice; stick with water, 
unsweetened tea or diet beverages. Skip 
pickles to reduce sodium in any sandwich. 


HEALTHIEST: Grilled chicken go wrap. The 
grilled chicken go wrap provided the least 
amount of fat, 2 - 2 V 2 ounces of meat group 
and 760 milligrams of sodium. The sodium 
recommendations are for 2,300 milligrams/ 
day or less, so this item can fit into a healthy 
diet. The protein requirements based on a 
2,000 calorie/day diet are 5.5 ounces/day, so 
a 2-3 ounce portion of meat group fits into a 
healthy meal plan. 

MOST INDULGENT: Double stack. This meal 
was the highest in calories and fat without 
getting much more as far as nutrients. 
COMMENTS: Suggestion to make the 
double stack a healthier choice would be 
to take off one of the burgers to make it a 
single stack sandwich.

HEALTHIEST: Bean burrito: 19 percent calories 
from fat, 7 percent calories from saturated fat 
MOST INDULGENT: Cheesy double beef 
burrito: 39 percent calories from fat, 13 percent 
calories from saturated fat 
COMMENTS: Bonus: 9 grams of fiber in the 
bean burrito.

HEALTHIEST: Crunchy taco

content of this item is more than half of the 
recommended daily amount. 


HEALTHIEST: McChicken sandwich if you are 
not following a low-sodium diet 
MOST INDULGENT: Apple pies: very little 
protein, quite a lot of fat (same could be said 
about the fries) 

COMMENTS: Most of these items are not meals. 
A fruit and yogurt parfait would be a good snack 
option (calcium, some protein, a little fiber). 


HEALTHIEST: Honey BBQ sandwich 
MOST INDULGENT: Popcorn snack box for a 
meal; biscuits for a snack 
COMMENTS: Side salads seem like a good deal 
because they have few calories. However, the 
dressing adds fat and sodium, and there is no 
protein so you will be hungry again soon. 


HEALTHIEST: Whopper Jr. Sandwich 
without mayo 

MOST INDULGENT: Dutch apple pie 
COMMENTS: Adding cheese to your 
Whopper Jr. boosts the calcium (and 
also the sodium). 


HEALTHIEST: Bean burrito. It has a good source 
of lean protein, almost a 2-ounce portion of 
meat group, and is fairly low in fat and high in 
fiber. It had the most fiber out of all the value 
meal menu options. As with all the fast food 
meals, the sodium was on the high side at 
1,200 milligrams (half of the sodium allotment 
for the day). 

MOST INDULGENT: Cheesy double beef 
burrito. This burrito contained about 2.5 ounces 
of the meat group, was highest in calories, fat, 
and sodium (1,620 milligrams). 

COMMENTS: Another option would be two soft 
tacos Fresco style or the Big Taste taco Fresco 
style. These choices will provide a 2-ounce meat 
portion and keep the fat down to 12-14 grams. 


HEALTHIEST: The best dessert choice would be 
the fruit and yogurt parfait as it was the lowest 
fat and calorie choice. You can save an extra 
30 calories by leaving off the granola. The best 
sandwich choice is the McChicken sandwich 
and a side salad with a choice of either the 
low-fat balsamic vinaigrette, the low-fat family 
recipe Italian or the low-fat sesame ginger salad 
dressing. 

MOST INDULGENT: Two hot apple pies. This is 
not a nutrient-rich food as it is loaded with fat, 
carbohydrate and calories. 

COMMENTS: Add a side salad to add some 
veggies and crunch to your meal. It is a low- 
calorie side dish. 


HEALTHIEST: Honey BBQ sandwich. This 
sandwich provides a 3-ounce meat portion 
and is low in fat compared to the other value 
meal choices. Add a side salad with Italian light 
dressing to add more veggies to your meal for a 
minimal amount of calories. 

MOST INDULGENT: Snack box with popcorn 
chicken and potato wedges. This item was the 
highest calories, fat and sodium from all the 
restaurant choices. It is not a good combination 
for heart disease prevention by having a high- 
calorie, high-fat (41 grams) and high-sodium 
meal (1,900 milligrams). 

COMMENTS: Add the side salad to your meal 
with a low-fat dressing. 


HEALTHIEST: Whopper Jr. without mayo 
provides a 2-ounce meat portion that is fairly 
low in fat (12 grams) and the lowest sodium 
content. Add a side salad with the low-fat 
dressing. 

MOST INDULGENT: Spicy Chicken Crisp 
sandwich. This sandwich does not contain 
much protein for the calories it provides. 

It also is very high in fat (30 grams) for a 
sandwich. Sodium also was on the higher 
side at 810 milligrams. 

COMMENTS: Add a side salad with the low- 
fat dressing and leave off the mayo on the 
sandwich. Note that the chicken tenders 
(4 pieces) only provide 1 ounce of a meat 
portion.

Walter White is living one of life’s little ironies. 

Before he went into business manufacturing meth, Walt

Masked, self-made, superpower-free superheroes have 
hung up their tights and tried to immerse themselves into 
everyday society after President Richard Nixon orders them 
to cease their violent vigilante justice.

“300.” So it’s anyone’s guess if “Watchmen”— based on the 
supposedly unfilmable DC Comics graphic novel, which took 
20 -plus years to adapt and was only recently freed from legal 
issues between 20th Century Fox and Warner Bros, — will 
deliver on the hype in its 162-minute run time. 


The verdict: “Watchmen” is all spectacle and mostly a 
bore, too clunky to be interesting and too brutal to 
be fun. (Ruthless actions by The Comedian and 
Rorschach are indulged instead of analyzed.) The 
scattered visual highlights can’t compensate for 
Dr. Manhattan’s urgency-free monologues or 
an absurd ethics lesson that’s tacked on to the 
climax. Equally cold and sappy, “Watchmen” 
has been executed rather than crafted, and 
again suggests Snyder has no interest in making 
sense of a world overcome by evil and the heroism 
that works to stop it.

Bob’s Red Mill Organic Whole Grain High 
Fiber Hot Cereal ($3.99,20 ounces) has a lot 
of modifiers in its name and a lot of grain in 
its cereal. Oats, wheat bran, flaxseed meal, 
oat bran and wheat germ deliver 150 calories 
and 10 fiber grams per 7 3 -cup serving. Wispy 
little flakes cook into a seriously filling break- 
fast in three minutes, not the 10 minutes the 
package recommends. You want a cereal to 
stick to your ribs, not to your pot. 

How about one minute? Quaker Multigrain 
Hot Cereal ($2.77, 18 ounces) is made with rye, 
barley, oats and wheat, with 130 calories and 
5 grams fiber per 7 2 -cup serving. It’s earthy, 
fortifying and even quicker to make than 


Quaker’s Simple Harvest Instant ($4.29, 
11. 8 ounces, 8 individual packets), which 
delivers fewer nutrients, costs more and has 
a raw flavor. 

KozyShack Ready Grains ($3.49, two 
7-ounce bowls), made with oats, brown rice 
and barley, is available in the supermarket 
refrigerator section. The package says to serve 
it hot or cold, but unheated, it’s an unappeal- 
ing, gelatinous mass. 

Zapped in the microwave, it becomes 
recognizable and cereal-like. A 7-ounce serv- 
ing has twice the sugar and salt of Simple 
Harvest, but on the upside, each 180-calorie 
serving has 7 fiber grams.

WEIS TURNS OVER MISCONDUCT LIST 
AFTER BEING FOUND IN CONTEMPT 


After being found in contempt 
of court by a federal judge, Police 
Supt. Jody Weis said Friday that he 
has handed over a list of officers 
who have repeatedly been accused 
of misconduct. 

U.S. District Judge Robert 
Gettleman had ordered Weis to 
appear in court Monday to explain 
why he has continued to defy the 
order. 

“We have the chief law-enforce- 
ment officer of the City of Chicago 
basically picking and choosing the 
orders of the federal court that he 
will obey or disobey, and he’s chosen 
to disobey this order,” a transcript 
quoted Gettleman as saying. 

Attorneys for Donna Moore, cus- 
todian of two minor children who 
claim they were beaten by an off- 
duty detective in 2007, have request- 
ed the city’s list of “repeat officers,” 
those accused more than five times 
of misconduct and all those accused 
of excessive force. 


Some officers have been accused 
as many as 65 times, including alle- 
gations of excessive force more than 
20 times, said Flint Taylor, attorney 
for the plaintiffs. 

Weis said he still disagrees with 
the judge’s decision but feels he must 
comply He plans to appear before 
the judge Monday morning. 

Taylor said he was “pleased that 
Jody Weis and the city have chosen 
to purge themselves of their con- 
temptuous conduct.” 

But he added: “It does not excuse 
their bad faith delay and obstruc- 
tion over the past eight months, and 
we trust that Judge Gettleman will 
impose sanctions against the city 
and Supt. Weis. 

“Furthermore, Weis’ decision to 
turn over the lists constitutes an 
admission that his position from 
the beginning was indefensible, and 
we look forward to questioning him 
about the reasons for his contemp- 
tuous conduct.”

.Jobless 
rate hits 
’83 level 

The nation’s 
unemployment rate 
bolted to 8.1 percent in 
February, the highest 
since late 1983, as 
cost-cutting employers 
slashed 651,000 jobs 
amid a deepening 
recession. 

Both figures were 
worse than analysts 
expected, and the 
Labor Department’s 
report shows American 
workers being clobbered 
by a wave of layoffs 
unlikely to ease in the 
coming months. 

“There is no light at 
the end of the tunnel 
with these numbers,” 
said Nigel Gault, 
economist at IHS Global 
Insight. “Job losses 
were everywhere, and 
there’s no hope for a 
turnaround any time 
soon.” 

February’s net job loss 
came after even deeper 
payroll reductions in 
the prior two months, 
according to revised 
figures released 
Friday. The economy 
lost 681,000 jobs in 
December and another 
655,000 in January.
